police  on  orders  of  the  Ministry 
at  Interior. 

Defendant  was  the  Rev.  Jose 
Nunet,  38,  whose  chapel,  owned 
by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
of  the  Soutbem  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  in  the  United  Stales,  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Users  suburb  ef 
Madrid.  Among  those  in  court 
were  Mrs.  Nells  Dean  Mitchell 
Whitten  of  Louisville,  Miss., 
representing  the  churches  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  ConvenUon, 
and  an  oftfclal  of  the  U.  S-  Em- 
basqr. 

At  the  Initial  hearing  in  July, 
a  prosecution  witnese  tesUfled 
that  in  1934  the  authorities  bad 
ordered  the  chapel  cloeed  and 
affixed  goremmaat  seals  forbid' 
ding  occupancy. 

Pastor  Nunez  told  the  court 
that  the  weather  had  almost 
coropletaly  obliterated  the  seals 
when  he  entered  the  chapel  in 
June,  1968.

“chosen”  (Romans  11:8,  7).  Gen¬ 
tile  believers  in  (torist  are  also 
spoken  of  as  “chosen.”  But  un¬ 
believing,  rabbittic-thnic  Jewry 
is  never  so  described  after  John 
the  Baptist  appears. 

No  person  as  an  indlviduel  is 
in  God’s  Kingdom  unless  he  is 
positively  oriented  to  Jesus 
Christ.

No  Time  To  Cancel  Out

It  happens  time  after  time,  and  almost  always  it 
comes  about  to  the  same  manner.  A  church  finds  itself 
without  a  pastor  and  with  a  big  debt  to  pay.  The  offerings 
fall  off,  and  the  finance  committee  or  the  board  of  dea¬ 
cons  becomes  alarmed  about  the  unpaid  bills.  Someone  de¬ 
cides  that  church  expenses  must  be  curtailed  at  once;  and 
when  the  budget  items  are  examined  anew  someone  else 
suggests  that  since  it  is  costing  the  church  10  cents  per 
family  each  month  to  send  the  Standard'  fo  the  p^ple 
through  the  church  budget,  this  would  be  a  good  pnde  to 
begin  retrenchment. 

Some  other  person  reports  that  he  has  seen  two  or 
three  copies  of  the  paper  to  the  waste  basket  at  the  post 
office.  He  does  not  consider  the  fact  that  some  husbands 
who  are  of  another  faith  may  sometimes  discard  the  paper 
rather  than  carry  it  home  to  the  wives  who  are  Baptists. 
On  the  basis  of  this  the  group  decides  that  a  subscription 
to  the  state  paper  is  a  waste  of  money.  The  next  step  is 
very  sitopleT  The  group  just  suggests  to  the  church  that 
this  item  be  elminated;  and  without  a  pastor  to  contend 
for  its  value  to  the  church  we  get  the  dreaded  letter,  “We 
are  sorr^,  but  please  discontinue  our  subscription  list  until 
tvs  catch  up  with  our  bills.”

Paul  Rowden  Dies 


Dr.  Paul  D.  Rowden,  Jr..  M, 
Southern  Baptist  nrissionary  to 
Israel,  died  Saturday,  October 
3,  in  a  hospital  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 
'Though  he  had  been  suffering 
from  cancer  fw  two  years,  the 
immediate  cause  of  death  was 
attributed .  to  a  heart  attack. 

Appointed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board 
in  1961,  Dr.  Rowden  spent  his 
first  term  of  missionary  service  I 
directing  the  George  W.  Tmett 
Orphanage,  Nasareth,  Israel 
(the  orphanage  is  now  located 
in  Petah  Tiqva),  and  the  Nasa- 
retb  Baptist  School. 

After  a  year’s  furlough  in  the 
States  he  took  up  residence  in 
Haifa,  planning  to  do  evangel¬ 
istic  work.  A  few  weeks  later,  in 
September,  1967,  it  was  discov¬ 
ered  that  he  had  cancer;  and  ha 
returned  to  the  States  imme¬ 
diately  for  treatment 

A  native  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Dr. 
Rowden  received  the  B.  A  de¬ 
gree  from  Emory  University, 
Georgia,  and  the  B.  D.  degree 
from  New  Orleans  Seminary.  He 
did  further  study  at  Southwest¬ 
ern  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Tex., 
and,  during  his  illness,  he  at¬ 
tended  Dropsle  (Allege,  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  Pa.,  receiving  the  doc¬ 
tor  of  philosophy  degree  in  June 
of  this  year. 

Before  entering  upon  his  mis¬ 
sionary  career.  Dr.  Bowden  pas- 
tored  ^Upleton  (Ala.)  Baptist 
Church  and  Durant  Chapel  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Stapleton,  and  ser¬ 
ved  in  the  U.  8.

No  Easy  Solution  To  Juvenile 
Delinquency.  Leader  Declares 


Preacher’s  Paradise 


NASHVILLE  —  (BP)  _  Ju¬ 
venile  delinquency  is  a  problem 
which  will  not  “^d  to  super¬ 
ficial  examination"  and  for 
which  there  Is  no  one-track  con¬ 
clusion.  a  speaker  here  declared. 

Nolan  P.  Howington,  Louis¬ 
ville,  associate  professor  of 
preaching  at  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  pointed 
out  complex  factors  which  enter 
Into  the  picture  of  juvenile  de¬ 
linquency. 

Addressing  a  section  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Counseling 
and  Guidance  Conference,  How¬ 
ington  cited  three  general  areas 
which  can  contribute  to  delin¬ 
quency.  These  are  family  prob- 
lema,  bad  social  and  cultural  In- 
iluences,  and  problems  of  per¬ 
sonality  for  the  delinquent. 


“The  ages  10  through  17  are 
of  greatest  concern,"  the  profes¬ 
sor  added.  "These  are  years  ai 
adjustment,  during  which  the 
growing  youth  feels  a  need  of 
Mvnirlty  and  desire  to  achieve  a 
feeling  of  success  and  status."
